JPO receives clean audit report

A recent audit of the Coffee 
County Juvenile Probation Office 
revealed that everything was in 
order and received good marks 
from the Alabama Department of 
Public Accounts 

The audit for the period of 
August 1998 through July 1999 
was a follow-up to the previous 

audit performed in October 1998 
for the period of January 1995 
through July 1998, That audit 
revealed a net shortage in deposits 
of $1,550.96 

In the formal audit report for 
1995-98, it was noted that manual 
receipt books were missing from 
the Enterprise office, invoices were 
not paid in a timely manner, sloppy 
record keeping on vehicle usage 
and maintenance, there was no con- 
sistent method of reimbursement on 
cell phone usage whether for per- 
sonal or business reasons and in 
some instances, travel expenses 
were improperly charged. 

Since that audit, Gary Watson has 
been named Chief Probation Offi- 
cer and was given the responsibility 
of instituting changes in record 
maintenance recommended by state 
auditors 

District Judge Steve Blair, who is 
charged with the responsibility of 
overseeing the JPO, commended 
Watson and other staff members for 
a job well done. 

“Gary and his staff did a wonder- 
ful job in implementing the recom- 
mendations and were excellent in 
assuring the accuracy in document- 
ing the accounting and expenditures 
of the office.” said Judge Blair. 

It is the responsibility of the 
Chief Probation Officer to see that 
accurate records of the receipt of 
funds and their disbursements are 
properly maintained by the JPO 
staff. Watson noted that all expendi- 
tures of the office have to be

Not only were both Blair and 
Watson elated with the clean bill of 
health, but they were proud of the 
accomplishments during the past 
year. There have been several capi- 
tal improvements made to the 
offices since moving into the new 
Enterprise Courthouse. 

Good bookkeeping and fund 
management has allowed the 
expenditure of almost $17,000 for 
office furniture, a television and 
VCR (audio-visual aids) for the 
conference room, newer computers, 
and a copy machine, Additional 
purchases - new fax machine and 
an additional computer- are in the 
works according to Watson. 

Judge Blair noted that not only 
has the good record keeping added 
a higher degree of professionalism 
to the office, but the physical sur- 
roundings have been a plus too, 

An annual audit has been 
requested by Judge Blair and he 
said, “I intend to provide the media 
with a copy of each audit report.” 


We now have and intend to keep 
in open line of communteation 
with state auditor id Watson 


Their suggestions have been ver 
helpful in preventing problems now 
and in the future, and we will con 
tinue to call upon their expertise 

Watson pointed out that all 
records of expenditures of the Juve 
nile Probation Fund were account 
ed for and available for this audit 
There was no disparity between 
receipts and deposits. All monies 
were accounted for 

He also noted that all invoices 
received by the office were paid in 
a timely fashion and the Juvenile 
Probation Fund has maintained a 
positive balance 

Both Judge Blair and Watson 
commented that department vehi 
cles’ expenses and maintenance 
records are in much better order as 
are cellular phone usage and travel 
expense records 

“We have taken steps to ensure 
that nothing like that will ever hap 
pen again - at least in this office.” 
said Blair. 

As a result of last October's 
audit, Eva McGrath, chief juvenile 
probation officer at the time, was 
demoted to a juvenile probation 
officer and later terminated trom 
that position, 

Officials neither confirmed nor 
denied that MeGrath’s demotion 
and later termination was connected 
to the audit report. She has since 
filed a wrongful termination lawsuit 
against Coffee County, 

The county's attorney has asked 
for a declaratory judgment from the 
courts as to whether or not it can be 
held liable for MeGrath’s termina- 
tion. The District Judge oversees 
the Juvenile Probation Office and 
he hires, fires and supervises juve 
nile probation officers. The case has 
been assigned to a judge outside the 
12th Judicial Circuit, and no ruling 
has been made as yet.

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TRACTOR-TRAILER MISHAP KILLS ONE...A one-vehicle wreck on AL Hwy. 134 in the Ino Community 
took the life of the driver and lone occupant. The accident occurred early last Friday morning. 

Killed was Joseph Mark Roberts, 56, of Semmes, Ala. Roberts was the driver of a tractor-trailer loaded with steel 
pipe bound for Utility Trailers in Enterprise. The load had departed O'neal Steel located in Mobile, Ala. 
According to a witness, the mishap occurred at approximately 6:10 a.m. about two miles west of the AL Hwy. 87 
and AL Hwy. 134 intersection in South Coffee County. 
The vehicle apparently left the roadway and overturned with the driver being pinned in the cab of the tractor. Sev 
eral pieces of the steel broke free but most of the load stayed in tact. 
It took only a short time for the driver to be removed from the wreck after heavy duty wreckers arrived on the 
scene: however, it was several hours before the tractor-trailer was up righted and removed from the scene. 

Roberts was pronounced dead at the scene by Coffee County Coroner Marvin McelILwain. 

Phe body was taken from the scene of the accident by the Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences to Dothan 
where an autopsy was performed to determine the cause of death. 
Assisting Alabama State Trooper J. R. Ward at the scene of the accident were units from the Coffee County Sher- 
iff’s Department, Opp Rescue, Coffee County EMS, Ino, Goodman and Elba Fire Departments. 

Joining the Troopers in their investigation were the District Attorney's Office and Alabama Department of Trans- 


portation Traffic Safety Division.

ZC Students Testing Water

Recently THE REBEL NEWS 
reported that the Life Science 
Department at Zion Chapel had 
been commended by Mr. Mike 
Mullen, director of the Center for 
Environmental Research and Set 
vice at Troy State University, for 
the water testing that had been con 
ducted by Mrs, Jackie Jinright and 
her students. This year the

Start of school, testing two different 
creeks for six different quality 
parameters that are measured 
Most of the tests are colorimetric, 
that is, they are based on adding 
chemical reagents to the water sam 
ple until a color change is pro 
duced 

Another test is to find the tem 
perature of water, Temperature 
affects the physical and chemical 
properties of water and greatly 
influences aquatic organisms. It 
affects feeding, reproduction, and 
metabolic rate, Temperature deter 
mines the density of water and how 
much oxygen it can hold 

Turbidity is cloudiness in water, 
and it is caused by suspended mat 
ter which scatters light passing 
through the waters. Sources of tur 
bidity are organic matter, plankton, 
or sediments from eroded soil. 

Another test is the measurement 
of Ph in the water. Ph is a mea- 
surement of the concentration of h 
ions. Decreases in ph could be 
indications of acid rain, runoff from 
acidic soils, or contamination from 
agricultural practices or from the 
presence of livestock. 

Alkalinity is measured because 


a level of alkalinity can be 

fatal to aquatic life Alkalinity 1s a 
measure of the amount of bicarbon 
ite and carbonate present in water 

Hardne measured because 


vaters with low hardness levels can 
upport only sparse plant and ani 
mal life. Hardness is the solids that 
make up the total dissolved solids 
in a certain amount of water 

If there are any Significant 
changes in the results of these tests 
due to pollution a potential danger 
to human consumption is created 
This study of the water is important 
because of the serious implications 
of polluted water for 
human being Another important 
message is the vulnerability of the

Elba Tigers take two-game winning streak on 
the road against improved Andalusia Bulldogs 


The Elba Tigers will be looking 
to claim their third straight win Fri- 
day night when they travel to 
Andalusia to battle the vastly 
improved Andalusia Bulldogs. 

The Tigers will carry a 2-5 record 
into the clash after posting a lop- 
sided 48-6 win over Clayton last 
week, while the Bulldogs will enter

the game with a 5-3 mark, and will 
be coming off an emotional 34-27, 
four overtime win over Carroll, of 
Ozark. 

“Andalusia has a very good foot- 
ball team on both sides of the ball 
and will provide our young team 
with a very tough challenge,” stated 
Elba’s Coach Julius Head. “Coach 
Paul Woolley has done a tremen- 
dous job in his first year at Andalu- 
sia, and after last week’s big win 
over Carroll, they will be sky high 
Friday night for their game with us. 
We know it will be a very tough 
game and we know that we will 
have to play as good as we can on 
every single play to leave with a 
win.” 

Andalusia has posted wins this 
season over Monroe County 31-6, 
Ashford 19-0, Hillcrest 19-6, B.T. 
Washington 45-20 and Carroll 34- 
27, while losing to St. Paul’s 24-0, 
Charles Henderson 14-7 and 
Escambia County 18-14. 

The Bulldogs operate out of a 
full-house backfield and have four 
quality runners in fullback Brian 
Dohoney, quarterback Justin 
Reeves, halfback Brandon Bradley 
and halfback Donnell Ellison. 
Dohoney leads the Bulldogs backs 
with over 400 yards rushing, while 
Ellison has added over 350, Bradley 


274 and Reeves 265. Reeves has 
also hit on 18 of 42 passes for 275 
yards and 2 touchdowns, with 
Bradley pulling in a team-high 6 
catches for 95 yards. 

The Andalusia defense has held 
opponents to an average of only 
174 yards per game in total offense, 
and has intercepted 14 passes in 
eight games. The defense is led by 
linebackers Jody Beasley and Jack 
Maddox, and guided by defensive 
coordinator Matt Rogers, a former 
standout prep performer at New 
Brockton High School. 

“Andalusia likes to just line up 
and run right at you,” added Coach 
Head, “but it does have the speed to 
get wide and has four very good 
runners. They will hit the big full- 
back in the middle and off tackle, 
and then run the option and sweeps. 
If you load up to stop the run they 
can throw the ball to one of their 
backs or to their tight-end, and they 
never get in a hurry or get out of 
character. Andalusia’s offense is 
simple to run, but hard to stop.” 

“The Andalusia defense has been 
stingy all season against both the 
run and the pass,” said Coach Head, 
“and we will have to be balanced 
and block well both on the run and 
the pass to be effective. We will 
need to run the football to keep it 


away from their offense, and be 
able to hit the key passes when we 
need to. If we block well on every 
play, and play as well as we can, we 
should be able to put some points 
on the scoreboard. Over on defense, 
we will have to play very physical 
up front and tackle well on every 
play. The corners will have to help 
with run support, while at the same 
time reading their keys to prevent 
Andalusia from hurting us with the 
pass. It will be a very physical 
game on both offense and defense, 
and the team that wins the war in 
the line will win the ball game.” 

When asked about the Tigers’ 48- 
6 win over Clayton, Coach Head 
stated “It was a big win in that it 
put us in the playoffs and gave us a 
chance to play a lot of youngsters 
that will have to help us in years to 
come. We were able to get out to a 
big lead in the first quarter, and then 
rest a lot of starters and let the 
younger players get actual game 
experience. The younger players 
really got after it on both sides of 
the ball, and showed that they can 
help us now. Clayton is going 
through some hard times and has 
lost a lot of games in recent years, 
but they did play hard and their kids 
deserve a lot of credit for hanging 
in when things are going bad.”

19) Nitrate. Infants below the age of six months 
who drink water containing nitrate in excess of the 
MCL could become seriously ill and, if untreated, 
may dic. Symptoms include shortness of breath 
and blue-baby syndrome. 

Section 9. 

(A) Systems which detect arsenic at levels above 
25 ppb, but below the MCL, the following lan- 
guage is REQUIRED; 

EPA is reviewing the drinking water standard for 
arsenic because of special concerns that it may not 
be stringent enough. Arsenic is a naturally occur- 
ring mineral known to cause cancer in humans at 
high concentrations. 

(B) Systems which detect nitrates at levels above 5 
mg/l, but below the MCL, the following language 
is REQUIRED: 

Nitrate in drinking water at levels above 10 ppm is 
a health risk for infants of less than six months of 
age. High nitrate levels in drinking water can 
cause blue baby syndrome. Nitrate levels may rise 
quickly for short periods of time because of rain 
fall or agricultural activity. If you are caring for an 
infant you should ask advice from your health care 
provider 

(C) Systems which detect lead above the action 
level in more than 5%,. but fewer than 10%, of 
homes sampled, the following language is 
REQUIRED 

Infants and young children are typically more yvul- 
nerable to Jead in drinking water than the general 
population. It is possible that lead levels at your 
home may be higher than at other homes in the 
community as a result of materials used in your 
home's plumbing. If you are concerned about cle- 
vated lead levels in your home's water, you may 
wish to have your water tested and flush your tap 
for 30 seconds to 2 minutes before using tap water.

COMMISSION APPROVES LAND PURCHASE 


Lewis & Averett lead Commission

The Cotfee County Commission 
during its regular bi-monthly meet 


ing Monday morning, heard a 
report on the county water authori 
{\ approved a land deal, and elect 


ed a chairman tor the coming year 

Coffee County Commission 
Chairman Kayo Lewis was re-elect 
ed as chairman tor the coming year 
and Commissioner Len Averett was 
elected vice-chairman 

In a secret ballot cast by commis 
sion members, Lewis was re-elect 
ed as the chairman and then unani 
mously approved in an open vote of 
the commissioners 

Averett was elected as vice-chair 
man in a secret ballot; however, in 
an open vote of the commission, 
Commissioners Tom Grimsley and 
Doug Dalrymple cast nay votes 
against Averett 

Dr. James Paul. chairman of the 
Cottee County Water Authority 
(CCWA), announced that the pre 
application package for Phase [ of 
the county-wide water system has 
been submitted to the USDA-Rural 
Development for $7 million (FY 
2000 tunds) to provide water ser 
vice to about 1.123 potential cus 
tomers in South Cotfee County 

“We [the authority | expect to 
sign up about 750 of these potential 
customers prior to construction, 
said Dr, Paul 

Phe project for providing water 
to all rural residents of Cofl 
County has been divided into two 
phases. The first phase (Phase 1) 
Will provide portable water to all 


Elba City Council's meeting centers 
around construction of new post office

The Elba City Council hosted a 
public hearing Monday night to dis- 
cuss the plans for a new post office 
building in the city. Those in atten- 
dance heard Kerry G. Pfrimmer, 
from the Facilities Service Office in 
Atlanta say he did not want to put 
the post office on the 203 Bypass. 
He said the department was work 
ing closely with Elba Mayor James 
Grimes to tind a suitable location 
and preferred to lease the new facil- 
ity directly to the city if that is pos- 
sible. Expanding the present facility 
is not feasible, according to Mr 
Plrimmet 

Pfrimmer explained that the city 

ld borrow money cheaper than 
private citizens and therefore their 
rent would be cheaper during the 
20-year lease period. This would be 
a Win-Win Situation, said Pfrimmer 
Phe postal service expects to be in 
the new facility within about one 
yeur. While they already have the 
building plans, the site must be 
selected, environmental impact and 
hazardous materials studies done, 
land elevations determined and the 
building constructed 

The new post office will be about 
30% larger than the present facility, 
which is over 30 years old. It will 
also have more parking places 
Presently there are five customer 
parking places and the plan is to 
have at least 20. There will also be 
25 to 30 spaces for postal employee 
parking and post office vehicles. 
There are at present 530 post office 
boxes while the new facility will 
have room for about 400 more 

Once a site 1s selected, the loca 
tion will be posted in the lobby of 
the post olfice tor 30 days before

Dr. Paul told commissioners that 
the legal work 1s already being 
done to merge the county system 
with the Curtis Water System. A 
contractual agreement is also being 
worked out with the South Cren 
shaw County Water Authority to 
manage the system until the CCWA 
is able to do so 

Based on fiseal 2000 federal 
funding, this project should be 
under construction within the next 
12 months. A sign-up campaign for 
persons in the proposed service 
area to take advantage of this 
opportunity will begin within the 
next few weeks

missioner Linda Westbrook made a 
motion that the county purchase a 
157-acre parcel of land located

as close to downtown as possible, 
to better serve more people 

Merchant Jimmy Harrison point 
ed out surveys Which show that 
80° of the people who shop down 
town, do so because of the location 
of the post olfice 

Several questions about the 
downtown location and possible 
future flooding were posed to 
Pfrimmer and he said the Army 
Corps of Engineers was confident 
their planned levee rebuilding 
would stabilize that situation, He 
added that moving to a slightly 
higher location than the present 
office and the fact they had to ele 
vate buildings to accommodate 
loading docks would also help 

H H Culver asked why he could 
n't get city delivery, but Pfrimmer 
explained he wasn't able to address 
this, as he was only involved in 
facilities service

“Not surprisingly, they were 
shaken by this news,” said Dr, 
Downs. “Our prayers and those of 
the community go out to these fam- 
ilies in their hour of despair.” 

Dr. Downs said that the tdentfi- 
cation of the bodies was the begin- 
ning. He assured all families that 
the investigation 1s continuing and 
in fact, efforts have been increased

and continuing to try to find Mr, 
Reynolds so that we can try to end 
the burdensome wait for this fame 
ly.” he said. 

“We will make every effort to 
study this event, including the 
scene, the circumstances, the vehi- 
cle, the physical evidence, and 
other factors, in order to answer the 
question on everyone’s mind - How 
did this tragic event occur and how 
might a similar incident be avoided 
in the future?” 

According to Sgt. Walter Bowers, 
a spokesman for the Alabama State 
Troopers- Highway Patrol Division, 
investigators are still looking at the 
incident as a traffic accident. 

Divers have been, and will return, 
to the Pea River in the vicinity of 
the recovery site to look for the 
remains of Reynolds and/or other 
physical evidence. Bowers said 
there has been no time limit placed 
on the investigation. 

The victims, and Reynolds, were 
last seen during the early hours of

Five of Missing Six identified by DFS 


Saturday morning (approximately 
3:15 a.m.), May 8, leaving a night- 
club in Opp, Al. No trace of them 
had been found with numerous law 
enforcement agencies and family 
members searching along possible 
routes of their travel home. 

The bridge over Pea River on AL 
Hwy. 134 in the southern portion of 
Coffee County was one of the first 
places checked by both family 
members and authorities with no 
indications found that a tragic acci- 
dent had occurred. However, a 
search of the site on September 29 
by scuba divers resulted in the dis- 
covery of the missing car and after 
more than 3 hours, the vehicle was 
brought up on the bank of the river. 

The car was taken to the forensic 
lab in Montgomery where the iden- 
fication process took place. 

A final determination of the 
cause and manner of death in the 
five identified bodies is pending 
conclusion of toxicology and inves- 
tigative analysis. 


Constitutional Amendment election 
still being analyzed by many 


The “lottery election” as some 
called it has come and gone ¢ or at 
least for the present time. 

Political and election analysts 
have looked at the vote and have 
tried to determine what went wrong 
or as some would quickly contend 
what went right 

In reviewing the Constitutional 
Amendment election held just over 
two weeks ago on Tuesday, Octo 
ber 12, it should be pointed out that 
two other amendments were on the 
ballot but seem to have been over 
shadowed by the educational lot 
tery question 

The other two constitutional 
amendments dealt with the super 
numerary system and the elected 
city boards of education 

In statewide voting, the first 
amendment dealing with the educa 
tion lottery was defeated, the sec 
ond amendment which was to 
phase out the supernumerary sys 
tem passed, and the third amend- 
ment passed which will allow a 


municipality with a city board of 


education, through a local legisla 
live act, to hold a referendum elec 
tion regarding changing from an 
appointed board to an elected 
board 

Countywide, Colfee County vot 
ers went with the state; however, 
this was not the case in all the 
municipalities and local precinets 

On amendment one (lottery), five 
of the rural precincts favored the 
lotlery; Elba, Enterprise, and Kin 


ston voters opposed the lottery: and 
voling precincts in New Brockton 
favored the lottery by a slim mar- 
gin, Absentee voters also voted no 

On the second amendment 
(supernumeraries), 19 Of the 36 
voting precinets favored phasing 
out the supernumerary system. This 
was a moot question in Coftee 
County since a local amendment to 
the Alabama Constitution of 190] 
phasing out the supernumerary sys 
tem was passed overwhelmingly 
(6,878 (0 2383) in November 1998 

On the third amendment dealing 
with the election of city board of 
education members, the voters in 
the cities of Elba and Enterprise, 
Which both presently have an 
appointed board, passed it with a 
decisive vote. Voters in the rural 
precinets with the exception of two 
(Newbia and Pine Level) approved 
amendment three. The members of 
the Coffee County Board of Educa 
tion are elected
